Fort Worth, Tex.. July 6. — A tor- 


nado which struck Texas in the upper 
edge of 
Montague county, coming 


• from the northeast and swinging far 


to the southeast, caused the loss, it is 
believed, of over 40 iives. injured a 
large number of people and did untold 
damage to grcwng crops and cattle. 
Fortunately the tornado missed the 
small towns in the secMon through 
which it swept, hut it seemed to take 
a flondiUi delight in zigzagging in 
suca a way ss to take in the homes 
of ir.any farmers and stcckraisers in 
the section.

coupling were two friction draft gears. 
The collision had spent its force on

gineer. 


The friction draft gear is a hollow 


malleable iron cylinder of 12 inches 
in diameter and 30 inches long. It con 
tains numerous pieces 
of 
springs, 


steel rips, wedges and 
pins, 
which 


hold together the 
many parts and 


cause the whole to work automatical- 
ly without further attention from the 
engineer after the train is made up. 
The 24 steel strips, shaped like a V, 
do the work of taking up the shock 
of collision. They are tightly fitted in- 
to grooves, and it requires 
the tre- 


mendous force of a blow from a 
steam hammer or a moving train col- 
liding against a similar obstacle 
to 


force the strips back into the grooves. 
The 24 steel strips, shaped like a V, 
each other, each fitted to a segment 
inside the main 
cylinder. But 
the 


force of a collision sets the 24 strips 
in motion at the same time and forces 
them back into the grooves. 


Back of each strip is a spring, and 


after the pressure on the strip is re- 
lieved this spring shoves 
the 
strip 


back into its original position ready 
for another shock, or even a recoil 
from the original shock. Inside of the 
segments holding the strips is a larg 
er spring fitted on a mandrel, which 
takes up the ordinary pressure from 
the chain. The coupler of the car rubs 
against this steel spring while the 
train is moving or being made up, and 
does not come into contact with the 
friction strips unless a greater pres- 
sure is exerted than the steel spring 
can withstand. In such a case the 
steel spring is forced back into the 
draught gear and the friction strips 
come into play. 


Experiments 
brought the present 


perfected device into existence and 90 
per cent of the friction engendered by 
a collision of two trains in a head-on 
or rear-end collision can now be taken 
up by the Westinghouse gear. There 
is no record of a train having been 
wrecked which has been equipped with 
this device.

gives a short description of the big 
fair which will be read with interest. 


Portland, Ore., June 20, 1903. 


The Lewis and Clark Exposition is 


a grand affair. 
The wonders of the 


West are here to be seen and only 
here can you see such scenery as the 
Willamette and Columbia river val 
leys, the ocean beach, the mountains, 
and Portland, "the 
city 
of roses." 


All of these' are 
magnificent 
and 


would pay well for my trip if I had 
not seen the fair. 


The Chicago fair will be 
remem- 


bered for the Ferris Wheel, the Pan- 
American for its electrical 
display, 


the Louisiana Purchase for its world- 
wide resources, but the 
Lewis and 


Clark Exposition will b« remembered 
for the Palace of Forestry. This pal- 
ace is a palace of exceeding interest. 
It has cost the State of Oregon over 
•j.30,000. It is not a log cabin, but a. 
palace containing the largest 
logs 


ever placed in any buildings. 
There 


is' no region in the world which could 
produce such a log palace as the State 
of Oregon. It is 206 feet long and 192 
feet wide and rises to a height of 72 
feet. 
In its construction were used 


two miles of five and six foot fir logs, 
eight miles of poles, 43,000 fir shakes 
and 30.000 fir bark shingles. 
A log 


near the main entrance has a diame- 
ter of seven feet, nine inches. It re- 
quired a total of 112 horse 
power 


engine to raise the logs of this palace 
to their places. The 
heaviest log 


weighed 35 tons and was lifted to its 
place at the rate of 30 feet per min- 
ufe. 


Fifty-two trees with bark on are 


placed on end to serve as columns to 
support the galleries and roof. 
They 


are 54 feet high and each one contains 
enough lumber to build a small house. 


•From the balcony from which I'm 


•writing can be seen Mt. Hood 
Mt. 


Rainier, Mt. Adams and 
St. Helens. 


Tfrese are snow-capped the year round 
and Mt. Hood, the highest peak, tow- 
ers over 12,000 feet above the sea and 
is about 60 miles from Portland. The 
scenery around Portland has been very 
interesting to me and each day pre- 
sents something new and wonderful. 


But let us return to this Forestry 


Palace. The porticoes and 
balconies 


and stairways are all picturesque and 
rustic, and one who sees them will 
never forget them. From 
the 
gal- 


leries you look down 40 feet and see 
the wonders of the forest. 
You will 


see Oregon fir planks nine feet wide. 
grown in Clatsop county. Ore. From 
this tree were taken two planks each 
nine feet wide, and two 
cross sec 


tions about three feet deep. The tree 
was 573 years old and is called 
the 


L>nglass 
fir. 
I 
passed 
through 


Clapsop county yesterday on my way 
to Clapsop Beach and saw the dense 
forests. The beach was fine but the 
sea bathing was better. How we had 
to jump the waves as they came roll- 
ing in with the tide! You find out how 
salt water tastes about that time. 


Salmon from Columbia 
river 
are 


being exhibited here and they weigh 
from 40 to 60 pounds. One large one 
is here which weighs 85 pounds. They 
were sent in by the L'nion Fisher 
man's Co-operative Cannery of Asto- 
ria. I went to Astoria by boat and on

exposition grounds and hauled up on 
a chute by a donkey engine. 


In this palace we find all the wild 


animals of the forest. 
Also troughs 


containing snow-water trom Ait. Hood 
where one finds the salmon eggs and 
fish of all sixes. 
This building will 


not be torn down but will stand as a 
remembrance of the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition and be used as a museum 
for the State of Oregon. 
It is doubt- 


ful whether another building will ever 
be built similar to this. For a small 
sum of money for a permanent foun- 
dation it will stand 
for a hundred 


years. 


In the Agricultural building 
one 


views the cabin in wnich President 
Roosevelt dwelt while he was a cat- 
tle owner in North- Dakota from 18S°>- 
1886. In this cabin I saw his boots. 
trunk, blanket, Sunday trousers and 
favorite chair. North

of

handle is engraved the picture of Mt. 
Hood, Mutnomah Falls on the Colum- 
gia river, a rose and President Goode's 
signature.

The exposition 
grounds are ideal. 


An is'uind with the government build- 
ings form the center of the grounds. 
Around this is a natural lake called 
Guild's lake. This lake affords bath- 
ing and rowing. On the banks of the 
lake and stretching back towards the 
hills are the state buildings, manufac- 
turing, agricultural, electrical and ad- 
ministration buildings, and the build 
ing for foreign exhibits, etc. 


There are large rose gardens on the 


terraces overlookng the lake which is 
typical of a Portland home.

>f an Ear of Corn" is tlie story of tbe 
discovery of the earliest and most de- 
icious swe»>t corn in the whole world, 
ays a special dispatch from Wash- 
ugton to the Cincinnati Commercial j 
Tribune. Iowa has the credit of this 
notable discovery, and S. A. Howe of 
Fort Dodge is the Christopher Coluin- 
>us of this new world in agriculture. 


A part of the original ear from which 


the white Mexican corn has been pro- 
pagated is still in the possession of a 
Sioux City nursery, which has brought 
the marvelous corn to the point of per- 
fection which has won the unrestrain- 
ed approval of the United States gov- 
ernment. But a few months ago Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson sent Pro- 
fessor Tracy, one of the experts of the 
department, to Sioux City to investi- 
gate the claims made for tbe white 
Mexican. He was convinced. 


"The government bas been experi- 


menting for a score of years," said he, 
'to produce a corn of this character-

greatest discovery made in sweet corn 
culture in twenty-five years.'' 


Professor Tracy backed his enthusi- 


astic approval of the corn by ordering 
400 bushels for use at government ex- 
periment stations and for distribution. 
A seed expert of a big firm has trav- 
eled to Sioux City to examine into tlie 
virtues of the white Mexican. 
One 


thousand bushels was tbe order he left. 


For many years the black Mexican 


has been known as the earliest sweet 
corn. Toothsome enough to the blind, 
the black kernels were distasteful to 
the seeing. It was a race problem in 
agriculture which bas bad as many 
suggested solutions as the vexed puz- 
zle in the higher animal world. 
The 


black Mexican would be ready for the 
table in eighty days from planting, ful- 
ly ten days ahead of the evergreen, 
which is white. 


Not long ago S. A. Howe of Fort 


Dodge was passing through his field 
of black Mexican corn and noticed an 
ear which seemed unusual, probably, 
blighted. It was on the same stalk 
that held a normal ear.
